HE Town of Duzleer in the County of Louth, is In- 

corporatec, and made a free Burrough, by Charter 
= granted the 'Third of Augsſft, the Thirty fifth Year of 

the Reign of King Charles the Second, and appointed 
to conſiſt of a Soveraign and Twelve Burgeſles. 

The Soveraign, Burgeſles and Freemen, have by the ſaid Char- 
ter, a Power to Elect Members to ſerve in Parliament. 

All Freemen before their Admiſſion, are by Charter to take 
the Oath of Allegiance, and the Oath of a Freeman, in the Form 
preſcribed by the Charter : And the Burgeſles are to be choſen out 

of the Number of the Freemen. 
Anthony Forſter, the late Soveraign, and John Forſter the preſent 
Soveraign of the ſaid Borough, haye uſed {ſeveral unfair and indi- 
ret PraQices, to get the ſaid Corgfxation into their Power, in or- 
der to return Auch -Members a$4 thought fit to ſerve in Par- 
lament. « 

The faid Anthony Forſter and Fohn Forſter have been Soveraigns 
for ſeveral Years, and during that time Carry'd on the ſaid De- 
ſign; and have Entered ſeveral Perſons as Freemen in the Corpo- 
ration Books, who never took the Oaths of Freemen, and Pro- 
cured Perſons to be Elected Burgeſſes who were not Freemen. 

The faid Anthony or Fohn Foſter "have admitted ſeveral Perſons 
as Freemen of the ſaid Corporation, upon expreſs Condition that 
they ſhou'd Vote for ſuch Perſons as they ſhou'd Dire&&. 

Several ofthe Perſons procured by the ſaid Soveraign to Vote 
for the Sitting Member Thomas Forteſcae, Eſq; have never taken 
the Oaths of Allegiance and Abjuration, and the {aid Soveraign tho' 
a Juſtice of the Peace by Charter, Refus'd to Tender the ſaid 
Oaths to them ; tho' on the Poll Requeſted fo to do. 

The Books of the ſaid Corporation have for a long time been in 
the Cuſtody of the ſaid Fohn Forſter, who has entred as Freemen, 
ſuch Perſons as he thought proper to ſerye his Purpoſes, and pro- 
cured ſeveral to Vote on the late ERaion for the Taid Thomas For- ' 
teſcue, Eſq; his Brother in Law, whoſe Names are not ſo much as 
Entred in the ſaid Books. ; 

The Petitioner hopes to make it; appear that he had a Majo- 
rity* of Legal Votes on the ſaid EleQtion, and that he ought to 
have been accordingly Retnrned as duly Elected, notwithſtand- 
ing the great number of Perſons whoſe Votes were Procured and 
Rooaived by the faid John Forſter, for the faid Mr. Forteſene his 
Brother in Law. , 
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
